‘The Miners Driven Back by Gen. Carnes 
and Fort Anderson Reinforced. 


(A BATTLE THIS MORNING IN WHICH 
FOUR MEN WERE KILLED, 


Reported Surrender ofa Large Body of 
the Miners tothe Military—Conflicting 
Accounts of the Fighting Yesterday— 
Twelve Men Reported Killed and Many 
Wounded— The Capture of Gen. Ander- 
son—Refused to Surrender. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn. Aug.19—It was no ordinary 
Jabor revolt which confronted the Governor 
and the military officers of the State of Ten- 
messee to-day. All the elements of real war 
were presented. The objective point was the 
little stockade at Coal Creek, held by a hand- 
ful of State guards and militia, fairly armed, 
provisioned and buttressed by a block-house; 
but they were few in numbers. 

Investing the place were an unknown num- 
ber of hardy mountaineers, not all miners, 
but men who sympathize with their purpose, 
well armed, dogged and determined. Their 
ranks were supposed to number fully 2,000, 
and maybe twice that number. 


To succor these defenders of the stockade 


and prevent the release of convict miners 
who are the bone of contention Inthe bloody 
controversy alithe military force in Tennes- 
see had taken the fleid. 

Not since Burnside’s and Longstreet’s men 
measured strength on these mountain slopes 
has East Tennessee witnessed such scenes as 
are transpiring now. 

THE FIRST RELIABLE NEWS. 

All night long the streets of Knoxville have 
swarmed with people. Rumors were plenti- 
ful, but reliable news was not. At‘2 a.m. a 
telegram was received from a correspondent 
at Offutt, who had just come in 
from Coal Creek, having succussfully 
passed the lines of the miners’ videttes. He 
confirmed some rumors sent earlier in the 
night. Gen. Anderson, commander of the 
Coa!) Creek Fort, wus captured by five men 
coming under a flag of truce. He was en.-

ticed into the village by promisesof safety, 
and on turning acorner he met a mob, who 
took him toa hotelend produced a letter tu 
his Lieutenant, which was an order for the 
surrender of the stockade and fort. Though 
threatened with hanging he steadily refused 
to sign the paper, and asked only that he be 
shot and his grave marked so that his family 
could find it. 

Firing lasted alllast night but was desul- 
tory. The miners claimed they have killed 
five men and silence the fire of a howitzer; 
it was silent, but probably this was a move to 
gave ammunition. 

At Offutt Gen. Carnes learned that 500 min- 
ers awaited him at Knapp’s Summit, abouta 
mile from Coal. Creek, and three cattle 
guards were filled with dynamite. Hearing 
this he left the train and went into camp 
withintwo miles of Coal Creek waiting for 
Gaylight. 

KEPORTED FIGHT AT THE STOCKADE. 

Among the many reports which reached 
here from thefront last night wasone de- 
scribing the battle said to have taken place 
yesterday afternoon. It stated that the fight 
began afew minutes before 2o’clock. The 
miners attacked the fort. There were 3,000 
of them, armed withali sorts of weapons. 
The return fire was ordered by Gen. Ander- 
sonand a Diaze of fire from every side of the 
fort belched out. Some were killed outright 
and many wounded. As the miners’ 
column passed the stockade they 
stopped and men clambered over 
the walis to release the convicts. ‘The fort is 
soine distance from the stockade and higher 
up. Thedoors and entrances were thrown 
open and the miners were at last in posses- 
gion. They began to order the convicts to 
leave and hadthem all captured when Gen, 
Anderson massed all his soldiers at the side 
the miners were on and moving the howitzer 
tothat side began to bombard them. The 
miners stopped Inthe work of releasing the 
convicts and turned to get out of the way of 
the heavy fusilade of rifie bullets. Again and 
again their leaders begged them to fight, but 
they rushed down the hill to escape the furl- 
ous onslaught of the soldiers, bearing with 
them: twelve dead and more than twenty 
wounded. 

FOUGHT !N THE WOODS, 

Following this telegram there came a dis: 
patch from Clinton, six miles this side of 
Offutt: ‘‘Gen. Carnes, at the head of the 
Chattanooga militia, reached there at 8 
o’clock last night. He was warned that 
dynamite had been placed on the track and 
he disembarked his men, formed them in 
columns and startedon the march to Coal 
Creek. The night was dark and the road 
wound through the heavy timber. Five 
milies east of Clinton the advance skirmishers 
of Gen. Carnes’ force heard voices in the 
timber, and challenging, were answered with 
-@ volley which seemed to be all around them. 
Noone was hit, and the skirmish line fell 
back on the main body. The firing increased, 
but the militiamen stood to their work like 
veterans. In ten minutes the miners were 
in full retreat, carrying with them several 
woundea, Fourof their dead were left in 
the underbrush. Gen, Carnes’ casualties 
amounted to four dead and six wounded.’’ 

7 ANXIETY AT KNOXVILLE. — 

As morning broke and the Guy wore on 
without reliabie news from the seat of war 
‘the feeling became intense, Every moment 

‘qwas expected to bring news of a desperate 
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The dignity of the State could only be vindi- 
cated by the handfulof men at Coal Creek 
holding out until Gen. Carnes’ reinforcement 
reaches them. Should Fort Anderson sur- 
render the miners would score a complete 
victory and set law and order: at naught. 
Rumors flew so thick that it was hard to dis- 
tinguish the truth from falsehood. Nine- 
tenths of the matter sent out from here and 
Chattanooga last night was pure guess work. 

Coal Creek is forty miles from here on the 
K.& O. R.R.,with only one wire to it,and that 
a railroad circuit manned by inexperienced 
operators, whoare completely terrorized by 
orin sympathy withthe miners. Offutt, six 
miles this side of Coal Creek and about mid- 
way between Clinton and the seat of war, is 
the telegraph station from where all news 
must come, The wire is burdened 
with military business and _ details 
of the movements of the miners 
and the troops must waittheirr urn. So itis 
that the outside world is kept in iguorance of 
the great events transpiring. 

NO TRAINS CAN RUN. 

The railroad people saythey willrun no 
trains to Coal Creek to-day, and communica- 
tion is cut offentirely. They fear dynamite 
and wreckers. About the Union Depot are 
stacks of arms, while theirowners are lying 
all along the station with knapsacks for pil- 
lows, snatching a few hours rest before they 
are ordered to march, 

Fortunately the menin the entrenchments 
at Camp Anderson have been drilled for such 
‘an emergency, and the loss of their com- 
mander will not cause surrender, but nerve 
them to more strenuous resistance. Maj. 
Carpenter, who led the relief party 
of citizens from Knoxville last night, 
isacquainted with every bypathin Ander- 
son County and took a short cut 
to get to the rear of the miners and relieve 
the stockade by a flank movement. The story 
ofhis fearless nerve and bravery is told. 
How he wentunderthe guns ofa battery in 
1862, and within 200 yards of it capturea and 
destroyed a mill. This was done with twenty 
men, only one of whom was shot, and he was 
carried away by comrades, all getting back 
to their lines safely. 

He and his party of armed citizens will 
make strong reinforcementsto the garrison 
ifsuccessfulin gettingin. Miners are Kept 
wellinformed of all movements of troops, 
citizens, etc., and eyen here, numerous 
Strangers have been spotted assples, who, 
getting newsand forwardingit Dy some un- 
known means, keep the miners notified of all 
that goes on. 

D. M. Woodsent, of Murfreesboro, one of 
the troops on Gen. Carnes’. train hence to 
Coal Creek,who was accidentally shot yester- 
day, died to-day. 

SPECIAL TRAIN SENT OUT. 

As rapidly as possible troops were dls- 
patched tothefront. Gen. Carnes, in com- 
mand ofthe State forces, had with him 577 
men. Aspecial train, carrying Springfleld 
Rifles, 50 men: Montgomery Guards of Clarks- 
Ville, 50 men; 75 volunteers from Knoxville, 
25 from Nashville and 20 from Chattanooga, 
left for Coal Creek at 11 o’clock. The train 
also carried provisions for a week’s cam. 
paign. 

This detachment will add materially to the 
strength of Carnes’ force. Thistrain isrun 
by order of the State. 

George Irish, a leader among the miners 
at Coal Creek, came to the city to-day. He! 
is supposed to have led the attack on the 
Briceville stockades a yearago. He said he 
advised the miners and their friends to leave 
the convicts at Coal Creek alone. A meeting 
of the secret committee was held and he was 
given twenty-four hoursto leave the coun- 
try. He says he will never return to Cvoal 
Creek. 

A cold drenching rain was fallingas the 
special rolied out for the valley. Few of the 
militia are supplied with overcoats, and a 
great many have no blankets. It was a de- 
cidedly uncomfortable ride on flatcars, but 
the soldiers did not seem to mind it. 

At noon came a dispatch from Offutt that 
Anderson was stilla prisonerinthe handsof 
the miners at Coal Creek, but that he refused 
to surrender and the fort was still holding 
out. Occasional shots were fired, but no 
actualengagement had been fougiit to-day. 
The miners feared to make an assault, and 
in no other way could the stanch fort over 
which the national colors floated be taken. 

THE MINERS SURRENDER. 

At 2:30 the news was flashed over the wires 
from Coal Creek that Gen. Carnes had 
marched into the vailey and was complete 
master of the situation. But few of the de- 
tails of the triumph were contained in the 
telegram. 

When Carnes arrived at Coal Creek with 
his regiment this morning the telegraph 
office and, In fact, the whole village surren- 
dered. The march was atonce taken up in 
the direction of Camp Anderson,a mile dis- 
tant. On the way they were attacked by a. 
large body of miners, possibly three hun- 
dred. The fire was returned and the battle 
raged for about ten minutes. Then the 
miners sentupa flag of truce and surren- 
dered. The battle occurred about 11:30. 

The full extent of the casualtips are not 
yetknown. Oneof the Geferal’s command 
was killed. His name its Waltham, The 
dead soldier was aclerk inthe Kast Tennes- 
see railroad offices inthis city and was 22 
years of age. 

Itis said that three miners. were killed. 
The number wounded can not beascertained. 

Another bulletin from the front says: ‘*Gen, 
Carnes announces that another engagement 
has taken place between the 
and miners. Gen. Carnes 
on the depot and captured it with- 
out firing a gun. They then moved 
on toward Fort Anderson and the miners 
firedonthem. One soldier was killed. One 
miner was killed and three wounded. The re- 
port saps the miners have surrendered un- 
conditionally and that they have promised 


to release Capt. Anderson at 1o’clock.’’ 
MAY KRENDW THE FIGHT. 

The report that the mines have surrendered 
to the military is not fully credited here. {[t 
is wvelieved that only a few of those en- 
gaged in the fight this morn- 
ink were captured and that the 
main force has retired to the mountains, and 
that they may renew the attack wzuerilila 
fashion to-night. Among these men who 
are putting the State and nation 
at uefiance are many very dles- 
perate characters. The uprising nas 
attracted to the side of the miners all the 
lawless element of that most lawless section 
of the United States, the border country of 
Virginia, East Tennessee and Kentucky. 
These men Have carried arms from boyhood 
and are the descendants of the most noted 
guerillas of war days. 

To strengthen the belief that the war has 
not yet ended comes a report from’ Middles- 
boro, Ky., that about 100 miners and laborers 
left tor Coal Creek last night. 

DETAILS OF THE ENGAGEMENT. 

Fuller details from Crow Creek show that 
Knoxville citizens with 135 militiamen re- 
lieved Fort Anderson this morning at 3, 
Shey pushed their way through ail obstacles 
safely to the fort. Gen. Carnes left Offutt 
this morning at gay-light and reached Coal 
Creek safely, whenthe miners surrendered.

NOT ALL CAPTURED. 

Later reports from Coal Creek contradict 
ths statement that all the miners surren- 
dered. Itis stated now that only eighteen 
were taken*prisoners. 


REPORTS AT NASHVILLE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 19.—News at 2p. 
m. received of a battle at Coal Creek lasting 
nearly all morning. The dispatch was that 
Gen. Oarnes attacked theforce of miners 
guarding the depot at Coal Oreek and 
captured them. Several miners were killed, 
many wounded and the rest surrendered. 
Private Waithall of Knoxville, a clerk in the 
Claim Agency, was killed, and several 
soldiers wounded, A later report says that 
the leader of the miners has surrendered the 
entire force, and delivered Col. Anderson to 
Gen. Carnes. This report is the one believed 
here. 


HARRIMAN, Tenn., Aug. 19.—Two hundred 
miners from Corbin, Ky., have captured 
a freight train on Louisville & Nashville 
road and are on the way to reinforce their 
brethren at Coal Creek. 


MEN FOR THE FRONT. 


VOLUNTEERS POURING INTO NASHVILLE FOR 
ACTIVE SERVICE—ARMS ON THE WAY. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn,, Aug. 19.—In accordance 
with the application of the Governor, the 
Secretary of War has ordered 600 stands of 
arms to be sent from Indianapolis to Knox- 
ville, where they will be distributed to the 
forces gathering atthat point. Thirty thou- 
sand rounds of ammunition come with the 
guns. Thelack ofarms has been an embar- 


rassment to the volunteers. They armed 
themselves with whatever weapons they 
could procure. Another company from Mur- 
freesboro, seventy-five strong, will leave for 
the front on the afternoon train. Kev. Dr,

JACKSON PLEDGES SUPPORT. 
JacKson, Tenn., Aug. 19.--The citizens of 
Jackson and vicinity metat the Court-house 
last night toconsider the stateof affairs in 
the mining districts of Tennessee.

demanded strong resolutions were adopted 
condemning the revolutionary actions of the 
miners and pledging the Governor support 
in the effort to restore order and to vindicate 
the outraged dignity of the State. Immedl- 
ately afterthe adjournment of the meeting 
volunteers were caiied for. Fifty or more 
signified their willingness to go and the Adju- 
tant-General was wired to thateffect.

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NOSURKENDER 


It Is a Fight to a Finish at 
Buffalo. 


Firemen and Engineers Ready to Leave 
Their Engines. 


ALL THE MILITIA OF THE STATE NOW 
UNDER ARMS, 


Over Seven Thousand Armed Men on the 
Scene—Fifteen Military Camps Estab- 
lished—No Further Acts of Violence 
Reported—Secret Meeting of Trainmen 
Last Night — An Arbitrator Talks— 
The Day’s Developments. 


BurraLo, N. Y., Aug. 19.—The Lacka- 
wanna, the Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts- 
burgandthe Western New York and Penn- 
sylvania Railroads are once more in full 
operation here this morning, but no one 
knows how long they will remain in that 
condition. By the calling out of the switch- 
men ofthe Nickel Plate, the entire Vander- 
bilt system in Buffalo istiedup. The roads 
involved are now seven, the Erie, the Buffalo 
Creek, the Lehigh Valley, the New York Cen- 
tral, the West Shore, the Lake Shore and the 
Nickel Plate. Others may be involved later, 
but as long as they refrain from handling 
boycotted freight they will not be dragged 
into the fight, unless it seems absolutely 
necessary, the leaders say. The Michigan 
Central runs its passenger. trains into the 
New. York Central Station, but its freight 
goes into the yards at Suspension Bridge, 
and it employs no switchmen here, 

The railroad officials profess to believe that 
the strike is nearing its collapse. The men 
say the battle is as yet beginning only, and 
that it will include firemen, trainmen, en- 
gineers and conductors, as necessity may re- 
quire, until victory is won. The switchmen 
profess tobe ableto hold out a month, at 
least. From a union standpoint, the present 
strike differs from that of twoyears agoin 
that it has been regularly sanctioned by the 
Grand Master. Thisstrike will bea duel to 
the death between organized labor and its 
foes. 

Secret meetings of trainmen, firemen and 
engineers were held late last night in differ- 
ent parts ofthe city. Grand Master WilKin- 
son attended an important meeting of train- 
men at East Buffalo. Rumors were rifethat 
both the trainmen and firemen were on the 
eve of striking, ifthey have not completed 
the steps necessary tothatend. Delegations 
of firemen from out of town were here to 
confer with Grand Master Sargent, who was 
expected to get here last night. The engi- 
neers’ meeting was an important one. Just 
what was done cannot be learned, but a del- 
egation will go to Torontofto-day to confer 
with Chief Arthur. This step Is significant in 
that it indicates that they have some sort of 
a grievance. One of the leaders of the switch- 
men, talking of the situation, said: Rea 

All hands will go out if necessary—firemen, 
trainmen, engineers and conductors—but 
there is no need to call them all out at once, 
It is being done as the necessity arises.’’ 

IDLE STRIKERS. 

At the crossings and switch houses strikers 
in knots were talking of the situation to-day, 
but when outsicers joined them there wasa 
grim reluctance to talk about the strike. 
Bronzed-faced strikers shook their heads 
only and said nothing; indeed they have lit- 
tle tosayifanything. They have obeyed the 
orders of their official superiors, They have 
quit work. They are not in the official confi- 
dence of their leaders. They do not know the 
plans which most affect themselves. They 
can only stand and wait, and men who wait 
dumbly under orders occupy a sharply dirf- 
ferent position from those who plan and 
lead. Tothe man who waits in ignorance 
of purposes whose results will touch himself, 
passingevents are magnified in their tm- 
portance. The rolling past them, for in- 
stance, of forty cars filled with soldiersarmed 
with muskets and pouches of bullets produces 
a depression among the men, perhaps, that 
might not press with equal degree upon the 
leaders who may have plans for a counter- 
strike. 

The one fact tangible to the men Is that out 
of the Lehigh and Erie yards trains are oc- 
casionally moving away, always with those 
chilly musket barrels as an accompaniment 
to cool any possible desire to interfere. They 
see New York Central trains running out 
eastward through the day with a frequency 
that leaders say is impossible to the company. 
without the aid of the striking men. 

Meanwhile, what have the strike leaders to 
encourage them more than the men have? 
As intimated inthese dispatches last night 
there are indications fromthe strikers’ side 
that the firemen or the trainmen or both 
may be called out within three daysto add 
to the numbers and whatis regarded to be 
strength to the striking switch men. 

The Twenty-second Regiment arrived at4 
o’clock this morning and was posted onthe 
Tifft Farm at the junction of the Lake Shore 
and the Buffalo Creek Railroad, which Gen. 
Doyle had designated Camp No. 2, one of the 
most important of the fifteen camps or posts 
which have been established. Nearly all the 
troops had arrived by 8 o’clock this morning, 
and Gen. Doyle issued a general order estab- 
lishing firteen camps. There is fully sixty 
miles of track to be guarded, together with 
the round houses, repair shups, freight sheds 
and depots. 

AN ARBITRATOR INTERVIEWED. 

When seen this morning concerning the 
possibility of kindred organizations such ag 
the firemen and trainmen of the different 
roads taking a hand inthe strike, F. F. Don- 
ovan of the State Board of Mediation and 
Arbitration said: ‘‘No, I do not think they 
will. This was the belief of the local leader 
with whom I had a short conversation in my 
room last night.’’ 

**Would you be in a position to know if such 
a movement was contemplated?’’ 

‘*Mostassuredly. It was for this reason 
that I met the different local leaders last 
night to ascertain If such a step was on foot 
in order thatthe board might prepare the 
way forarbitration justas we have in the 
case of the switchmen’s strike. It is my 
opinion the strike will spread no further than 
it has, though the kjndred organizations 
might as well have it out now, for it will be 
their turn next, I Know the switchmen 
counted on the co-operation of the trainmen, 
but they are unwilling to come out, and as. 
for the fremen striking, whatever idea

**How do you like the refusal of the roads

**It was just as we expected. We did not 
suppose fora moment they would arbitrate 
the matter when we proposed it,and therefore 
weare not disappointed. The presence of 
sO many troops has put a quietuson the 
strike, and why so many soldiers were sent 
here isa mystery to me. At the most there 
are but 5c0 men out of all the tied-up roads: 
and there are 8,000 soldiers in this city, where 
8,000 would have answered all the purposes,’’ 

Commissioner Donovan was to receive 
word this morning if any organization out- 
side of the switchmen were to go out ona 
strike, butup to 10 o’clock he had received 
no word, 

hairman Purcell of the board, also said 
tHat he had no knowledge that there was 
going to be asympathy strike, and no word 
had reached him that the strike would 
Spread any further than it had. 

This morning two detachments of the 
Sixty-fifth were sent out to guard the men in 
making up Lehigh trains at the Tifft Farm 
and Scott street. Eighty were sent to the 
Tifft Farm and forty to Scott street. Col. 
Welch’s instructions tothe men was not to 
fire a shotif it could be reasonably avoided, 
but to shoot to kiliif they did shoot. **These 
trains and men must be guarded,’’ he said, 
‘‘and you know what your duty is and what 
your bayonets are made for. Don’t allow 
any nonsense or parleying.’’ 

ENGINEERS IN SECKET SESSION. 

Acommittee of members of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers have gone to 
Toronto to consult with Chief Engineer P. M, 
Arthur and secure his ultimatum concerning 
the situation. Division No. 15 of the Broth- 
erhood of Engineers has been in secret ses- 
sion to-day discussing the status of affairs. 
This meetingis very largely attended. The 
members were interviewed on leaving the 
hall, but nothing could be learned concern- 
ing their ones. It seems, however, that 
they are considering the advisability of co- 
operating with the other railroad organiza- 
tions in bringing the strike toa successful 
culmination. An important meeting of the 
firemen will be held to-night late and de- 
velopments may, it is felt by the strikers, 
come within the next forty-eight hours, On 
the other hand the railroad officials scout the 
Strikers’ expectation of ald from trainmen 
or engineers. The temper of the rail- 
road heads is fairly stated in the 
utterances of one of the officials this morn- 
ing. Said he: ‘‘The railroads will never give 
in. I know that the employes are determined, 
but the companies are equally so. If the 
strikers gain this point there Is notelling 
when the thing will stop. Now is the 
time to et this thing, and it :will be 
fought out ifittakesallsummer. Next year 
is the World’s Fair, and if the strikers win 
their point they would have the railroads 
and would not nesitate to ask for anything.’’ 

Another consideration is projected into 
the situation this morning. The Order 
of Railway Telegraphers are in close 
accord with the other organizations. The 
order has a membership of about 100 men in 
this city, comprising three-fourths of the 
operators employed on the several roads. 

Twenty cars of live stock were delivered to 
the New York Central by the Michigan Cen- 
tral at Black Rock this morning. A Black Rock 
yard engine was coupled on the train at 8:30 
o’cilock and a start made for East Buffalo. 
Non-union switchmen were in charge of th 
trains and threw the switchesto get out o 
the yards. 

At the cross-cut junction stations soldiers 

are on guard and the train soon passed 
within the military lines. This was 
the only attempt to move freight in the Cen- 
tral yards in that section ofthatcity. Nota 
wheel was movedin the Erle yards between 
Amherst and IIamilton streets. An 
attempt is being made by the Cen- 
tral people to handle the local freight 
thatis being offered at the Erie Street Sta- 
tion. 
' The Western New York & Pennsylvania fs 
the only one of all the roads that crosses Sen- 
eca street thatis not affected by the tle up. 
Freight was moving as usualin its yards to- 
day. Inthe Erie yard, as far as the eye can 
reach, with the Seneca crossing as a point of 
observation, only cne engine could be seen 
cars, 
in the Nickle Plate yard. 

Several of the ear:y passenger trains coming 
in this morning were stopped east of Louis!- 
ana and Chicago streets and the passengers 
were obliged to finish their journey by the 
Central ‘Trolley line. There was a solid 
stretch of passenger coaches from the Cen- 
tral’s track shed to Alabama street. The 
suburban trains reaching the city between 
7andso’clock, bringing in a large number of 
people, were also heid in the yards and the 
passengers left them and came down in 
street cars, 

The Arbitration Commissioners made an 
official call upon Sheriff’ Beck and Mayor 
Bishop this morning and formally requested 
them to withdraw the troops. They were 
told that the troops would be withdrawn 
when there were no longer any apparent 
need for their presence and not before. 

A committee of fivestrikers also called on 
Sheriff Beck and angrily remonstrated with 
him against calling out the State militia. 

TELEGRAPHERS MAY GO OUT. 

There is another rumor afloat this morning 
tothe effect that the railroad telegraphers 
may be drawn into the strike. The Order 
of Railway Telegraphers are in_ close 
accord with the other organizations. 
There was a report from New York this 
morning that President Sloan of the Lacka- 
wanna, denied that his road was refusing 
freight from the Central or any other road. 
Vice-President Webb was asked if the LackKa- 
wanna was handling his freight. He 
replied: ‘‘This system has no freight 
dealing with the Lackawanna road, but 
as late as yesterday it violated an excursion 
contract with this road. The excursionists 
were going to Niagara’ Falls and it Is 
customary to send them rightthrough on the 
same cars Overthe Lake Shore tracks to our 
road and with us to the talls. Yesterday 
morning we received word that the Lacka~ 
wanna intended to transfer its passengers to 
our road, and Mr. Rossiter called up Supt. 
Seibert of the: Lackawanna. I asked him if 
his road intended to keep to its contract and 
send its cars as it agreed to or not. He 
said he would like fifteen or twenty minutes 
to think about it, and at the end of that time 
he telephoned that the cars would be sent 
according to contract, Ten minutes later 
they changed their minds and sent their pas- 
sengers trudging across the city to our 
depot and we took them to the falls. That 
answers your question whether the Lacka- 
wanna is doing what business it can with the 
New York Central. They broke a direct con- 
tract with us to avoid doing so.’’ 

‘*How are the Central trains moving?’’ was 
asked. 

‘*As usual,’’ said Mr. Webb, ‘‘we have 
gotour protection and are doing business 
again as I said we would,’’ 

The warm weather is beginning to tell upon 
the soldiers. There were two cases of sun- 
ae in the Sixty-fifth Regiment this morn- 
ng. 

The Erie paid off its striking switchmen 
yesterday, and the Lehigh road paid 
off its strikers to-day. While’ the 
railroad officials do not express apprehen- 
sion, they do state that if a struggle is to 
come between the strikersand troops they 
would not be surprised to see it occur to-night 
They argue that with money to spend some 
of the mien at least may become inflamed 
with iquorand under such conditions the 
officials say they would not be surprised at 
anything that may happen.

ANASTACIO ZALLES DEATH. 


Jose Roblez Still Denies Having Stabbed 
the Man—His Statement. 


Anastacio Zalles, the Mexican stabbed last 
Sunday night, died about 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing at the City Hospital. The cutting was 
the result of a quarrel which took place ata 
little party given by a Mexican called Tony 
on Seventeenth and Carr streets. According 
to Manuel Gonzalles, one of the men present, 
Zailes and two other Mexicans were sitting 
on a sofa when Jose Roblez wanted them 


tomake room for him, There was room, 
however, tor only three, and Zalles told him 
so. Then Roblez took out his knife and drew 
the blade across the forefinger of his left 
hand, drawing blood, and threatened the life 
of Zallee. They both left the house soon 
afterwards and Zalles was stabbed on the 
sidewalk outside, He received twocuts in 
the abdomen and one in thearm. Noone 
saw the cutting, but Roblez could 
not be found, and Zalles’ friends were 
certain that Roblez bad done it. The 
police were notified and a description of 
Boblez forwarded them. The cutting oc- 
curred Sunday night between il and 12 
o’clock and at6:30 Monday morning RKoblez 
was captured on the bridge. fe denied all 
knowledge of the cutting and when he was 
first taken before Zalles the latter was unable 
to identify him as the man who stabbed him, 
buton Wednesday last he was taken out 
again and Zalles is said to have then identi- 
fied him. 

Roblez when seen in jailthis morning and 
told of the death of Zalles said he knew noth- 
ing whatever of the cutting. Asked to tell 
where he was Sunday night, be answered that 
he wasat the house of a Mexican named 
Tony.. He had been in thecity only three or 
four days, and didn’t Know the name of 
a single § street. **T got here last 
Thursday,’’ he said, ‘‘and commenced look- 
ing for work right away. I first met Anas- 
tacio at this man ‘Tony’s house, A man 
whom imetina saloon somewhere took me 
there. lie told me Tony could get me work, 
Sunday I went out with Tony to loox for 
work, afterward returning to vagy There 
were three orfour of us. At ‘ony’s we 
had musicand beer. They said that I could 
Stay there ;alli night. When the party 
broke up Tony went out and !eft me in the 
doorway, He said he would be back pretty 
soon, but he didn’t. I was pretty full and 
Started outtofindhim,. I wandered around 
and got lost and for the next three or four 
hours was walking about trying to find 
lony’s house. I don’t remember all that 
happened but know that somebody hit me on 
the head. That was how I came to have 
blood on my face.’’ 

He said he was crossing the bridge in search 
ofwork. ‘Ihe story that he threatened the 
life of Zalles at the party Roblez denied this 
morning, and he held up his hands to show 
that there Was noscratchon them, and that

The Premier Grateful for Their Continued 
Encouragement. 

New YorRK, Aug. 19.—Maj. John Byrne, who 
returned from Europe Wednesday on the 
Majestic after a few weeks’ absence, hada 
long talk with Gladstone while in Europe. 

**I did not goas a Peace Commissioner,’’ 
said Maj. Byrne, ‘‘nor with a purpose of in 
any way intruding myself into British poli- 
tics. Iwas on private family business, but 
being in London on the reassembling of Pur- 
lament 1 of Course had the opportunity of 


meeting many public men of the Liberal and 
Irish parties. heard the debate in Parlia- 
ment on tbe Tuesday preceding the vote of 
confidence. Iwas introduced to Mr. Glad- 
stone by Mr. Morley. Mr. Gladstone 
expressed A special interest in knowing 
the trpe condton of public 
sentiment in America on the 
cause to which he had dedicated his remain- 
ing life—home rule tor Ireland. It had been 
claimed bE pertain parties that a complete 
revulsion Of public sentiment had taken 
place in America which worked an indiffer- 
ence to Ireland’s fate and a hostility to Glad- 
stone and his policy. Asaleading American 
had put it, ‘nine-tenths of the Irish in Amer- 
ica are anti-Gladstone and pronounced Par- 
nellites.’ I was glad to be able to assure Mr. 
Gladstone that there wasno foundation/;for 
such a claim, that the contrary was the fact, 
and that all men in Americaof any value or 
worth as American citizens or Irish sympa- 
thizers were unquestionably with him and 
the majority of the peoplein Ireland; that 
no manor partyin America could get are- 
spectable hearingon any issue adverse to 
a rule or Gladstone’s policy in promot- 
ng it.

She 
became unconscious soon after, according to 
the witness, and remained unconscious until 
Monday evening, when she was taken to the 
City Hospital. There she recovered con- 
sciousness long enough to say her husband 
struck her, when she sank into a comatose 
state again and died.

THE IRON TRADE. 


Curtailment ofthe Recent Brisk Ore Move- 
ment Commenced. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 19.—There are indica- 
tions that the prodigious ore movement of 
the past six weeks will show a curtailment 
by the opening of fall. Ithas been apparent 
for some timethat it was not in harmony 
with conditions that have ruled in the pig- 
iron market. Vessel men are making no pre- 
dictions, but they have hopes that the mill 
resumptions may help matters. If th 
amounts of unsold ore already brought down 
were known, this would be a better basis for 


making calculations. Owing to the fact that 
the large buyers contracted early inthe year 
for their supplies, the iron scale settlement 
is not counted on tocause any great buying 
movement, though it is Known that in- 
guiries were made some weeks ago, the pur- 
chase being contingent on the outcome of 
the mill situation. Some 500-ton sales of bes- 
semer ores were made in the week and there 
are large transactions open that might be 
closed, but sellers are not willing to let the 
buyer fix prices altogether. The Marquette 
range has cut a very small figure in the mar- 
ket thus far, and the large stock piles of 
standard oresthat heretofore have been in 
good demand, donot argue any strength for 
prices. Ihe week’s record for Cleveland 
docks shows receipts of 84,000 tons and ship- 
ments of 36,000 tons. There has been a start 
in mill-iron buying within the week, but it is 
still difficult to convince buyers that good 
gray forge is worth $13. at the furnace. 

Mabel furnace will resume by another week 
and there are preparations to put one or two 
rother valley furnaces on the active list. 
Without waiting for the separate conference 
between the valley manufacturers and an 
Amalgamated Committee, the Union Roiling- 
mill Co, started its millon Monday, agreeing 
to pay the Pittsburg scale.

A Well-Known Local Newspaper Man 
Mysteriously Disappears. 

A. H, 8t. Clair, well-known in newspaper 
circles in St. Louis, is added to the long list 
of mysterious disappearances that appear to 
be on the increase in St. Louls. St. Clair 
came to St. Louis eight years ago from South- 
east Missouriand was employed .to do re- 
portorial work ona morning paper. Tiring 
of morning journalism he _ accepted 
a position as solictor on an 


afternoon paper which position he held until 
four years ago, when he made contracts for 
the publication of his books of which he was 
the author. The sale of his productions not 
being as large ashe anticipated, he gave up 
his venture and drifted back to soliciting ad- 
vertisements. About ten months ago he 
opened. up a job printing office at No. 
802 Chestnut street, but owning to a debt 
that he owed the George R. Dickinson Paper 
Co. he was closed up on Aug. 2, and the con- 
tents of the office offered for sale. St. Clair 
then became despondent andinformed sev- 
eral of his friends that he would rather be 
dead than alive. Frank Orff, proprietor of 
the Chaperone, a friend of the missing man, 
gave hima position on that paper until he 
could find something better. He was.to have 
reported for duty on Wednesday of last week, 
but instead of making his appearance, he 
mailed to Mr. Orff on Thursday afternoon the 
following letter: 
AT Home, 2501 Spring Avenue, 
Thursday Afternoon. 

MY DEAR ORFF—Don'tthink | have abandoned 
Time berause of my failure to appearas agreed at 
the office. Lam suffering the agony of an awful or- 
deal. I don’t know whator where the end will be. 
Don’t ask any yesetiens, but continue to have faith 
in me. I would have explained the, as you call them, 
intricacies of my mysterious conduct, but you could 
neither understand them nor give me the assistance 
ween yee sO kindly proffered. Itis the critical cli- 
max efaconcatenation of circumstances that have 
perplex d me for years. 

The contract I signed yesterday with you on ac- 
countof Time will be fulfilled unless something 
queer should happen, and you know the scripture 
saith that no man knoweth what a day may prin 
forth. Inthat event the conditions will be such 
that you would freeiy forgive me for letting the con- 
tract and the forfeit lapse. 

And now, Frank, want to ask you a favor.

Police Sergeant George W. Bowler and justice of 
the Peace Maurice F. Tissier are at logger- 
heads. They had a little contest over @ pris 
oner this forenoon, and as the result 


they are enemies, for a time at le wier 
caused the arrest of the Justice, pe ody oe mg pro- 
oses to retaliate by preferring charges against him. 
he difficulty was brought about by Sergt. Bowler 
arresting a man hamed Thomas Glaney on the 
charge of threatening to commit ar- 
son. John Griffin, who conducts a 
saloon and boarding-house on Second street, near 
Broadway, had procured a th 
arrest of Glaney, claiming 
had threatened to burn his house. Sergt. 
Bowlen had the warrant, and in looking abont for 
Glancy found the accused seated in Justice Tissier’s 
office, Glancy had brought suit in Justice Tissier’s 
court agaiust Griffin. for wages. He ha 
been employed by Griffin, who discharged him. 
The case was about to be tried before Justier Tissier. 
Seeing that the trial was not yet in progress Sergt. 
Bowler attempted to arrest Glancy. exhibiting the 
warrant. Justice Tissier interposed an ob- 
jection, remarking that Glancy was under the 
rotection of his court, the ‘case being ready 
or trial, and instructed Constable Oehlerto take 
charge of him. The Sergeant hesitated, and finally 
arrested the man, Later he went to the office of 
Justice Wilson, to whoin he applied for warrants 
against Justice Tissier and Constable 
Oehler, charging them with interfering with 
an officer, The warrants were issued and the police 
arrested both men. Upon being ar- 
rested, Justice ime Censtable gave 
bonds for their appearance before 
Justice Wilson for trial at9 a.m. to-morrow. All 
the parties concerned were seen by a l’ostT-D1s- 
PATCH reporter. Sergt. Bowler justified his 
action by claiming that as the man 
Glaney was not on trial, he had the legal right to ar- 
rest himonawarrant. He claimed that the fact 
that he was a  ~plaintiff in a case about 
to be tried did not protect him from arrest. On the 
contrary Justice Tissier claimed that Glancy was 
temporarily under ‘the rotection of his court, 
and that he coul not be arrested 
until after the trial was over. Constable Vehler 
said he had only obeyed the instructions of the 
Justice in attempting to prevent the arrest of Glancy 
by Sergt. Bowler. Justice’ Tissier notified the 
sergeant that he would apply for a warrant against 
him on the charge of interfering with 
the proceedings of his court. Just what the outcome 
of the affair will be cannot be foretold, as there has 
not been the best of feeling between Justice Tissier 
and the police for some time, and it may be difficult 
to arrange ap amicable settlement.

OPPOSE THE BILL. 


Delmar Avenus Property Owners Protest 
Against a Street Railway Bill. 

The property owners of Delmar avenue are 
up in arms againstthe bill introduced by 
Councilman Anderson to granta franchise to 
Mr. Orthwein and others for an electric 
road out Delmar avenue to Taylor 
avenue. They protest that-the pro- 
posed road is not an independent 


enterprise, but is only a suhterfuge of George 
D. Capen, President of the Lindell Rallway, 
to obtain the passage-way out Delmar ave- 
nue which he labored to secure at the time he 
built his electric road along Finney avenue. 
The route of the new road is 
over the Lindell Electric Railway tracks 
from the bridge entrance, along Washington 
and Lucas avenues to Grand and Delmar av- 
enues. Atthis pointthe proposed line turns 
from the Linde!l tracks and proceeds west- 
ward along Delmar avenue to 
Taylor avenue, and thence north 
on Taylor. Tie residents of Delmar avenue 
state that the Lindell Railway was prevented 
from running along Delmar avenue by an in- 
juction secured by Mr. Ellis Wainwright, at 
that time the owner and occupant of a mag- 
nificent residence on Delmar avenue. ‘The 
Lindell Railway was forced to go as far north 
as Finney. avenue to secure a route west- 
ward, and at Taylor avenue 
turn soutn to Delmar avenue. 
The protestants allege that the new road will 
not run north on ‘ayloravenue, but will pro- 
ceed westward over the Lindell tracks on 
Delmar from Taylor avenue and 
thus overcome the obstacles In 
the -way of a Lindell railway track on 
Delmar avenue, ‘The residents of Delmar 
avenue are goingto hold a mass meeting at 
Vandeventer Hall on Vandeventer avenue 
and Morgan street to-morrow evening to 
register a decided kick against the new 
road.

RIOTING IN A RUSSIAN INDUSTRIAL TOWN 
BRIEFS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, AUg. 19,.—Serious riots 
have occurred in the smali manufacturing 
town of Hughosofka, on the Sea of AZOV, 
where thousands of hands are employed in 
extensive tron works, colleries and rolling 
mills of the new Russia company founded by 
the late John Hughes. Many buildings have 
been destroyed and it isreported that several 
Cossacks have been killed. The Governor of 
Taganrog has started for the seene with 
troops and reinforcements have also left 
Ektatorinosiav. It is presumea that the 
riots are due to the cholera epidemic. 

The cholera returns for the past twenty- 
four hours show that in this city twenty-two 
new cases and nineteen deaths were re- 
ported, There were reported from the vari- 
ous infected districts in Kyssia yesterday 
8,458 new cases and 3,207 deaths,an increase

NEW York, Aug. 19.—Everybody seems to 
be full of fight and about the only thing dis- 
cussed in Sporting circles at present is the 
great carnival week in New Orleans, where 
three great pugilistic battles will be decided, 
the most important of which will be the Sul- 
livan-Corbett contest, although the Mc- 
Auliffe-Myer and Dixon-Skelly battles will 
also be first-class events. At present it is 
hard to find a mani with any pretense of 
Sporting blood in him who is not going down 
to New Orleans to see the fight unless some- 
thing happens. But there will be plenty to 
happen and nine-tenths of the people 
who are full of it now will have 
very pressing engagements on hand as 
the time for starting approaches. The other 
tenth, however, will be sufficient. If they all 
go it will make a very creditable representa- 
tion for New York City. As far as can be as- 
certained at present there will be about four 
Special trdins going down to the Crescent 
Olty from New York and one from Boston. 
The train which will convey the Sullivan 
party will be under the direction of Charley 
Johnson and Jimmy Wakely and will leave 
this city over the West Shore road at 5:15 on 
the evening of Sept.1. The round trip ticket 
will be $1.50, which does not include 
sleeping accommodations or eating. 
The Corbett party, it is said, 
will leave on the Richmond & 
Danville Piedmont Air Line, which makes 
thetrip from this city to New™Orleans in 
thirty-nine hours. In addition to these trains 
carrying the puagilists and their many friends 
and admirers, there will be a special train 
over the Baltimore & Obio, Norfolk & West- 
ern, East Tennessee & Virginia and Queen & 
Crescent route carrying a party of gentiemen 
from the two celebrated athletic clubs of this 
city—the New Yorks and the Manhattans and 
their intimate friends.

down. Intheevening he will give a regular 
boxing entertainment in the presence of both 
gentlemen and ladies. He will spar with 
Jack Ashton and Leonard Tracy both even- 
ings and there will be numerous other box- 
ers to take part in the entertainment. 

Corbett will leave Asbury Park to-morrow 
night for Newark, where he is to appear at 
Miner’s Theater in conjunction with a mon- 
ster athletic entertainment.

MONTREAL, Aug. 19.—The American silver 
question is a matter which is already begin- 
ning to agitate financial circles in Montreal, 
and justly so, forit is estimated by leading 
bankers—F. Wolfstein, general manager of 
Molson’s Bank; William Weir, President of 
the Bank Ville Marc, and J. B. Picken of J. B. 
Picken & Co.—that the amount of American 
currency now in circulation in this country 
amounts to between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 
and as the profit on cireulation may be estim- 
ated at 3 per cent, this means a loss of $120,000 
to $150,000 annually to the banking insti- 
tutions of Canada. The attention of bankers 
bas been particularly directed to the sudden 
inrush of silver certificates into the Domin- 
ion, as they recognize that it is quite as 
dangerous as the actual silver currency, At 
present the Montreal banks and other finan- 
cial institutions refuse to take the _ silver 
American dime, quarter, half dollar or silver 
dollar at par. In fact, they will bave noth- 
ing to do with them. 

Within the past six months there has been 
an extraordinary Influx of American curren- 
cy, particularly silver and silver certificates, 
into Canada. 

Mr. F. W. Thomas, general manager of the 
Molson’s bank said:

BEN CRONENBOLD HERE, 


The Insane Murderer Transferred From 
the Fulton to the St. Louis Asylum. 


Ben Cronenbold, a young man ralsedin St. 
Louls and placed in the lunatic asylum at 
Fulton by his family, was yesterday trans- 
ferred from there to the St. Louis Lunatic 
Asylum. About elghteen years ago young 
Cronenbold killed a man named Boettger, his 
father’s coachmen, for courting his sister, 
who the family desired should marrya man 
named Weber, aclerk inthe hardware .store 
of Cronenbold, Sr. The _ affair cre- 
ated great excitement at the ‘time, 
J. W. Cronenbold, father of the young 


man, was one ofthe best known and most 
prominent citizens of St. Louls. He was Pre- 
siding Judge of the County Court and Pres!- 
dent of the City Council. The family lived 
in princely style onthe southeast corner of 
Chippewa street and Grand avenue, and 
were provided with every luxury that means 
and position afforded. Thelr means began 
to waste after this occurrence and the 
death of the father. Young Cronenbold was 
declared insane, and sent to the Fulton 
asylum after the shooting by the family and 
at their exp2nseand the criminal proceed- 
ings stayeu until his recovery. ‘The family 
being no lonyer able to pay for his keeping 
and having no relatives or friends to look 
after him, he is now placedinthe St. Louis 
Asylum at publicexpense, He isa harmless 
idiot with no hope for his recovery, ana will 
end his days in the asylum. Miss Cronen- 
bold, the cause of the trouble, did not marry 
Weber. Afew years ago she married a clerk 
in a railroad office in this city.
